| Neurasthenia 

| Neurasthenia is that type of “nervous 
| ness” which is characterized by an increased 
liability to fatigue. This fatigue enters into 
j all functions of the mind and body. Fatigue 
of mind brings about an inattention and 
| inefficiency that worries the patient and often 
| a lack of control over the emotional expres- 
| sion so that anger or tears come upon even a 
slight vexation. The neurasthenic suffers 
from pains and aches of all kinds, which are 
more often disagreeable feelings than true 
pains. The appetite and the condition of the 
bowels undergo changes, and insomnia or 
disturbed sleep harass the patient. 

Overwhelming fear is another character- 
istic of neurasthenia. The fear over the life 
situation generally is both a cause and a 
symptom. Fear over one’s health which 
magnifies the slightest feeling into an organic 
disease is a feature of this trouble. 

Certain physical situations may be re- 
| sponsible for this state. It may follow an 
}exhausting illness or any situation which 
drains the energy. Mental situations are 
causative of neurasthenia in the majority 
of cases. Overpowering fear in certain situa- 
tions has its physical effects rangeing from 
| the cold chill, and the rapid heart to the 
most complete unconsciousness. The emo- 
| tional conflict which arises when a person 
| represses undesired thoughts and feelings, 
which act on his personality, may be re- 
sponsible for this neurasthenic condition. 
| Every individual with neurasthenia should 
| be under the care of a physician. The physi- 
cian after determining the causative factors 
will take the necessary steps to correct them,

Disagrees with Editorial | 


To the Editor of the Andover Townsman: | 

As a telephone subscriber and a reader of | 
your paper I was interested in your editorial 
last week about the new telephone rate. I 
think you are wrong, at least as far as some 
subscribers are concerned 


In my own case, I pay $2.75 for a one-| 
party line in Andover. I make, I think, about | 
20 calls a month in Andover which according 
to your way of figuring means the calls cost 
me over 13 cents a call. I make on an average 
of 35 calls a month to Lawrence and am 
charged five cents a call. The cost of my 55 
calls in Andover and Lawrence is 4.50 or over 
eight cents a call. 

If I understand the new telephone rate I 
could get 50 calls for $3.00 and five more at 
five cents each making the same 55 calls cost | 
me $3.25, instead of the $4.50 I now pay. Do | 
you advise me and others to refuse to take the 
new service on the forlorn hope that we may 
force the telephone company to give us Law 
rence free? That seems to me like tilting at a 
windmill. 


Your statement regarding the pay station | 
calls seemed naive. If I had no telephone at | 
all and made all my calls from pay stations 
my telephone service would cost me less than | 
it now does. Also if I had no automobile and 
used a taxi every time I wanted to ride I 
would still save money. The telephone in my | 
house like the automobile in my garage is | 
worth more to me than the increased cost 
over the public service. Furthermore the 
telephone in my house is, I will wager, used to 
reach me at least 30 times a month, I have a 
friend who lives in Reading. She pays $3.00 
for telephone service. She gets 45 calls free 
She does not figure that she pa 
cents for each call. She figures she pays $3.00 
for a telephone which is for her undivided 
use and on which all her friends can call her. 
Certainly the whole cost of the service cannot 
be charged to the 45 calls she herself makes. 

I have kept out of the Andover-Lawrence 
telephone controversy because it looked | 
foolish to me. I would like to get Lawrence | 
free, also Haverhill which I often call, I think 
the telephone company ought to give them to | 
me but have seen no encouragement that |} 
they would. I have Andover friends who have | 
no use for Lawrence. I have not wished to see 
them forced to pay for Lawrence service 

I have expressed myself at some length 
because I think your editorial was misleading | 
to subscribers like myself. I have no love for | 
the telephone company nor [ must admit any | 
particular animosity. What you style a gold | 
brick may not be an ice cream brick but in | 
my own case and that of others I have talked | 
to it has a heavy sugar coating which it is | 
worth my while to lick off. I shall not deny | 
myself the sugar coating merely to express my 
resentment that it was not sugar all the way 
through 


A TELEPHONE SUBSCRIBER 


Further Explanations 
To the Editor of the Townsman 

I was very much surprised, in fact I might | 
say I was amazed, at the statements in your | 
editorial on Friday last concerning the new | 
one-party limited telephone rate for Andover 
subscribers whose use of the service is largely | 
for Lawrence calls. You emphasized the fact 
that the first 50 calls (which can be used for | 
either Lawrence or Andover) are at the rate 
of six cents each, when, as you say, a call can 
be made for five cents from a public pay 
station. That is quite true but you didn't 
attempt to give the other side of the story, | 

We felt that you understood the situation | 
and your answer to several of our questions | 
while we were seated around the table in the 
Town Hall at Andover was to the effect that 
you understood just what this rate was and 
how it would work out 

As far as the six cents per call for the first 
50 calls is concerned, we thought we made it 
plain to you that measured service or limited 
calls must bear some relation to charges | 
made for limited service in other communi 
ties. It was explained to you that in Boston 
and other cities, the minimum guarantee per 
call was considerably in excess of five cents 
For instance, on my own telephone at 
Jamaica Plain, one-party line, I have to pay 
$4.50 for a minimum guarantee of 70 calls 
which is at the rate of six and one-half cents | 
per call. There is a two-party rate, $3.25 for 
50 calls, which is also at the rate of six and 
one-half cents per call, 

As to the limit of five minutes or fraction 
thereof for each call, that is a standard prac 
tice both in the Bell and Independent com 
panies the country over on limited service, | 

It is true that I could go down the street 
and get the same service for five cents per 
call, Evidently you had not taken into con 
sideration that while you can get a call from | 
a pay station in Andover to Lawrence for 
five cents, you are not available for incoming 
service as you are at your home station which 
is a very big item in the whole scheme of 
telephone service, Furthermore, you pass 
judgment upon the new rate without knowing 
anything about how it will work out and 
without giving it a trial, 

One Andover subscriber told me that in 
October he had 35 calls to Lawrence for 
which he paid $1.75 plus his monthly rental 
of $2.75 which made his total for the month, 
$4.50, He said he had use for very few calls to 
Andover subscribers, There were hundreds 
who said the same thing in the house-to 
house referendum by our Inspectors and it is 
that group that we have tried to help, Of 
course you appreciate that those who have 
little use for Lawrence service are better off 
under the present rate and as your paper has 
on several occasions stated in its editorial 
columns, Andover subscribers who have little 
or no use for Lawrence service should not be 
compelled to bear the burden of those who do 
a lot of calling to Lawrence 

\t the where we talked the 
situation over with you, you were very open 
in your expression that this would take care 
of the larger users of Lawrence service 

I am quite sure you will appreciate the

Know Your Tax Laws 
To the Editor of the Townsman 

It is surprising to find how many property 
owners there are who have little or no id 
regarding the law governing their property 
for the purpose of taxation : 

For years they have received their tax 
bills, paid them as soon as they could and 
that was all as far as they were concerned 
The revaluation this year has awakened 
them and has made them realize that their 
duty as good citizens is not just paying their 
tax bills. 

The following extract from the General 
Laws may be of interest to them at this time: 
Page 35, Chap. 41, Section 29. Any person 
chosen to asesss taxes or to determine or to 
assist in determining the value of property 
for the purpose of taxation shall before enter- 


| ing upon the performance of his duties take 


the following oath, ‘I, having been chosen to 
assess taxes and estimate the value of prop 
erty for the purpose of taxation for the Town 


| of for the year (or years) ensuing, do 


swear that I will truly and impartially ac 
cording to my best skill and judgment assess 
and apportion all such taxes as I may during 
that time assess; that I will neither overvalue 
or undervalue any property subject to taxa- 
tion and that I will faithfully perform all the 
duties of said office.” If he neglects to take 
such oath before entering upon the per 
formance of his duties he shall forfeit not 
more than fifty dollars. 

Section 30: 

“Any person chosen to determine the val 
uation of property for the purpose of taxa 
tion who in order that the taxpayers may es 
cape payment of their just proportion of any 
State or county tax or in order to evade any 
law limiting municipal indebtedness or the 
rate of taxation to a percentage of valuation 


| or for any other fraudulent or corrupt pur 


pose knowingly fixes the valuation of any 
property at a smaller or greater amount 
than the full and fair cash value or who 
causes an abatement to be made otherwise 
than is provided by law shall be punished by 
a fine of not more than one thousand dollars 
or by imprisonment for not more than six 
months or both.” 

Citizens, after reading these two sections, 
will realize that assessors have a duty that 
they must perform faithfully to the Town. 
Over assessing and under assessing are 


| equally wrong in the eyes of the law. The job 


of the assessor is not one to be envied but ifa 
strict impartial attitude is taken in assessing 
property there will be few mistakes and 


| little or no grumbling from the property

Albert Spalding, the great American 
violinist, who will play in the meeting room 
of Phillips academy, Monday evening, 
January 18, is one whose career presents a 
notable refutation of the idea that American 
artists cannot cope with foreign rivals, is a 
personality of many and contrasting sides. 
Few musicians get as much fun out of life as 
he does, His zest for life may perhaps be best 


breadth of interest in many things and a fine 
balance between the artistic and the practical 

traits all observable as he 
struggles in the world of art and his relaxa 
tions from that world 

“My father, J. W. Spalding,” says the 
Violinist discussing his early life, “was'a man 
of comfortable means, a business man able 
to give me a thoroughly complete education 
While others have to look for outside patron- | 
age I was accorded a good, all-round educa 
tion, musically and otherwise. It has been 
often reported that not only did my father 
have means but that I had independent 
means of my own. I never have had anything 
aside from a liberal education and an allow 
ance of the same sort that any man in average | 
circumstances gives his son to go through 
college with. My present independent means, 
such as they are, are the result of work 

“At the outset of my career the usual 
concerts in well-known European centers 
were arranged for and given, always with the 
customary financial loss, for which my father 
advanced the money. The artistic success and 
personal encouragement were considerable 
But hand in hand with these gratifying 
elements stalked the invisible, though potent 
figure of Rumor qualifying the general 
enthusiasm with the familiar prejudice 
attending the efforts of a ‘rich man’s son’ 
The fact that the money for my education 
and for my initial concerts was extended by a 
parent, not by a rich patron (which is usually 
the case), seemed to carry a stigma. It, 
therefore, very soon occurred to both my 
father and myself that the only possible 
way to meet these persistent rumors and 
prejudices was not by denials, but by a 
consistent line of actions 
On His Own 


“It was fairly well summed up in the 
advice he gave me. He was glad I had chosen 
my own career and willing to help—with 
advice and money—but he believed that I 
could not call myself a success till I had suc 
ceeded financially. All the best criticisms and 
all the encores in the world would mean 
nothing compared to the sight of a man in the 
street on his way to the box office to buy a 
ticket. He was proof of a growing success! 
Though my father was willing to advance 
money when it was necessary, he advised me 
to play even at a low fee of $25 in a small 
place rather than in big cities where a concert 
would cost $250, 

“T followed this good advice and gained 
two valuable assets—a great and wide exper 
ience in playing under all sorts of conditions 
and it went far to dispel the illusion that I 
was a semi-dilettante. My father took the 
ground that his backing was of the same kind 
he would give any worthy young man to go 
into business for himself. I had to make good 
on my own, 


Success at 20 Bad 

“T probably gave as few concerts at a loss 
as any living artist. | even made money on 
my first American tour. The money thus 
gained was devoted to furthering my career 
in Europe. It was important to keep these 
contacts alive. And I don’t believe that there 
are many artists who could have shown a 
better balance sheet after their first tour, I 
am purposely leaving out those who make an 
instantaneous ‘sky-rocket’ success 

“During the early part of my career there 
were many good friends who were encourag 
ing and many who were skeptical. I was sorry 
at the time that I was not an overwhelming 
success, but I ar glad now. There is nothing 
so dangerous as success at 20. I had plenty 
of encouragement and plenty to show that | 
}had a lot to learn, After playing publicly 
nearly twenty-five years I have found that on 
| the road to learning and art one never reaches 
| the limit. 

“After my first season in America I went 
back to Europe to consolidate what name I 
already had there. The opportunity came in 
1910 to make a tour in Russia at a small 
guarantee—they would pay me $100 a 
concert and traveling and living expenses. | 
immediately gave up concerts which were 
being planned for me in Western European 
| centers and accepted with great joy. Here 
| Was an opportunity to go ahead on my own 
account where it was not known that I was 
| the son of a prosperous business man 
The Turning Point 
| “This was the turning point in my career 
| I made a success there with both the press and 
the public. Engagements opened up. How 
} ever, traveling was expensive and my man 
ager was a scalawag and was not always 
forthcoming with my fee. | was so delighted 
with this idea of being on my own and being 
accepted as an artist that I did not perhaps 
pay so much attention to the financial side 
When I was down to my last cent, I eked out 
| by traveling second and third class and made 
| out very well, I played many concerts with an 
| always increasing success. This tour gave me 
more confidence in myself 

“My manager was making quite a little 
money on my tour, but a year or so before he 
| had had a tour with a lady artist which had 
| been a failure and he left many debts behind 
in the biggest cities, such as Petrograd and 
Moscow. When it came time to settle my fee }

“ There is really no loss of time when I pick | 
up my violin in the fall. Of course, when we 
are young there is a certain peried when it is | 
dangerous to leave off until the technical 
facilities are ingrained. The transmission of | 
the mind and finger technic must be thor 
oughly co-ordinated, 
“There does not seem to be a limit to the 
time a trained artist can leave an instrument 
and go back to it with ease. You know, we 
play and practice just as hard for our defects 
as we do for our good qualities. Once you 
have attained a certain technic at an early

Real 
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Inflation and Deflation 


By Stephen Leacock 


At the request of several Andover 
people, the Townsman reprints below 
from the London Spectator of Nov. 21, 
1931, this article which will afford plenty | 
of material for thought as well as dis-| 
cussion. [t’s too good to miss, so sit back | 
and enjoy it. Stephen Leacock, as is 
generally known, is a writer of no mean 
ability and reputation. and the follow- 
ing article is an excellent sample of his 
acuity. 


A little while ago-—just after the 
ended, wasn’t it?—everybody was absorbed 
in the idea of making things “bigger and 
brighter”.

Outlook for Bonds and Railroads 

Among the notable examples of great
